Depending on where you live in Florida; you 
could be smoking the equivalent of two packs of 
cigarettes a day -- without knowing it. 

The culprit is radon gas, a radioactive byprod- 
uct of decaying uranium found in many rocks 
and soils. U.S, health officials say the odorless 
gas causes lung cancer and kills as many as 
20,000 people a year. 

Because certain areas are hot spots for radon, 
Florida's Department of Community Affairs has 
commissioned a group of University of Florida 
researchers to create a computer-generated 
“smart map” of radon potential. 

“Florida is such a high-growth state, and there 
are so many homes being built, that the state 
wanted to see if housing codes for areas with 
high radon potential needed to be changed for 
the public health," said Stanley Latimer, a UF 
researcher-in urban ‘arid planning. 

Mr. Latimer said he and the group of 
researchers finished the preliminary map of 12 
North and Central Florida counties last year. Of 
those counties, Marion, Alachua and Citrus had 
areas with the highest radon potential, he said. 

The rest of the state will be mapped by the 
end of the year, he said. State community affairs 
officials will then recommend whether housing 
codes in areas with high radon potential need to 
be revised so that new homes are built in a way 
that reduces the risk of exposure. 

While scientists understand the sources and 
effects of radon, they have trouble predicting. 
where the gas is likely to appear, and in what 
concentrations. YA 

Many rocks and soils contain uranium. Most 
have just a small amount between one and three 
parts per million. As uranium decays, it forms 
radium, which itself decays to form radon. 

Because radon is a gas, it is mobile and can 
seep through'rocks and minerals towards the 
surface, where most of it dissipates harmlessly

The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
says a lifetime's exposure to the average indoor 
level is riskier than getting 20 chest X-ray“? 
every year, The EPA says hat the maximum safe 
exposure to radon is the equivalent of receiving 
200 chest X-rays every year. 

At 20 times the average indoor level, the risk 
is the same as smoking two packs of cigarettes à 
day, according to the EPA. 

The concentration of radon depends on both 
the geology of the land and the types of soil 
under a home. Rocks like shale or phosphate 
have more uranium, while certain soils prevent 
radon from reaching the surface before it decays. 

Using a computer technology called Geograph- 
ic Information Systems, Mr. Latimer, UF urban 
d 


a group. of. researchers.across the country a 
taking geology and soil.date and putting thqm 
into an interactive computer mapping system. 

The GIS map allows the user to ask it ques¿» 
tions about the databases and gives answers in 
a visual form, which makes the reams of infor- 
mation easier to comprehend, said Professor 
Zwick, who helps direct UF's Geopian Center. 

“The project would be almost impossible to do 
manually,” he said. "It would drive you nuts. 
Tabular data are harder to comprehend than 
graphical data.” 


¿Using the GIS computers, the researchers, 


combined that information with radiation tests 
taken by airplanes flying over Florida. The 
planes flew in a grid pattern six miles wide and 
18 miles long, testing radiation levels every 200 
feet. J ` 

The radiation tests and the soil and geology 
databases were sent to a consultant in Utah, 
who created a database of radon- potential. Mr. 
Latimer and Mri Zwick are using those resultes 
to design the map. 
. Professor Zwick said the state is paying UF ` 
more than $1 million for the map.
